1 . (currently amended) A residential housing unit, comprising: 

a) two independent living units, wherein said living units are positioned on two 
property lots, and 

b) common space, wherein said common space connects said two independent 
living units, an4 wherein said common space is divided between said two 
i nd e p e nd e nt l iv i ng un i ts property lots. 

c) two property l ots. 

2. (original) The residential housing unit of claim 1, wherein said two independent 
living units are of different sizes. 

3. (original) The residential housing unit of claim 1, wherein said common space 
further comprises a center wall. 

4. (original) The residential housing unit of claim 1, wherein said common space is 
selected from the group consisting of a Florida room with screens or windows, a 
porch, a hallway, a breezeway, a private or shared activity room, a private or 
shared laundry room, a dining room, and an exercise room. 

5. (original) The residential housing unit of claim 1, wherein said two independent 
living units are deeded to two owners. 
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6. (original) The residential housing unit of claim 1 further comprising two garages, 
wherein each said garage is attached to each independent living unit. 

7. (original) The residential housing unit of claim 1, wherein said two independent 
living units each contain a frontal access door. 

8. (original) The residential housing unit of claim 7, wherein said each frontal 
access door faces the same direction. 

9. (currently amended) A housing unit comprising: 

a) two structures for the purpose of providing habitation by humans, wherein 
each of said two structures is connected to the other said structure by a 
common space and wherein said two structures are positioned on two 
property lots , 

b) said two structures each containing a frontal access door, and 

c) sa i d two structur e s e ach built upon th o ir own prop e rty l ot said common space 
of said two structures is divided between said two property lots . 

10. (original) The housing unit of claim 9, wherein said common space is selected 
from the group consisting of a Florida room with screens or windows, a porch, a 
hallway, an enclosed or open breezeway, a private or shared activity room, a 
private or shared laundry room, a dining room, and an exercise room. 

11. (original) The housing unit of claim 10, wherein said common space further 
comprises a center wall. 
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12. (original) The housing unit of claim 9, wherein said housing unit is built with said 



common space equally divided across a property line which divides said two 



property lots. 
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
